Finally Struck 24 O’Clock. 

Talbert sent for a clock maker, and 
some work was done, with the result 
that it clanged away wildly all night, 
and that, at 9 the next morning, struck 
24. This aroused general interest among 
clerks who were at work that early, and 
several small pools were made on the 
number it would strike at 10 o'clock. 
But before that hour, another -clock- 
maker had appeared, and had discon- 
nected the striking apparatus. 

He said the trouble was with.a leather 
apparatus, in the nature of a bellows, 
which operates the hammer.

| Louts Socialists have found something 
‘with which to console themselves in the 
official tabulation of the returns by 
the Election Commissioners. 

The tabulation shows that for presi- 
dential electors the Socialists cast an 
average of 9159 votes. This is an in- 
crease over the vote in 1910, when the 
Socialists averaged 7882 and a big gain 


over the average of 1908, which was 
4860. , 

But even the highest Socialist vote 
was far below the averages for any 
of the electors of the three! leading 
parties, Democratic,, Republican and 
. Progressive, at this year’s election. Of 
thé three, the ‘Bull Moosers had the 
lowest average, 24 ,691~or. 6373 votes more 
than double the Socialist average. 

Soeialist prognosticators declared the 
party would poll 12,000 votes this year. 
This was based on the returns of a 
spécial election, a year ago when the 
Sotialist candidate for councilman led 
hig Democratic opponent. In that elec- 
tion, W. E. Caulfield, Republican, got 
19, votes, William M. Brandt, Social- 
iste 16,04 and-Nicholas M. Bell, Demo- 
crat, 14,695. 

Although jt was known that a great 
many disgruntled ‘Democrats and Re- 
‘pifblicans. voted. for Brandt; Socialist 
(leaders thought that to charge off 4000 
votes -would about account for this de- 
fection and they might reasonably claim 
a party strength of 12,000. 

The official tabulation shows the 
average vote for the Democratic elec- 
tors was 68,831; the average Republ'- 
can, 46,494, and the average Progres- 
sive, 24,691. . That means that Wilson 
carried the city. by 12,337. \ 

In 1910, for State offices, the Re- 
pubHtan vete was 79,375 and thé 
Democratic vote 54,636, a Republican 
plurality of 24/739. In°1908° Taft 
got 73,950 votes in St. Louis and 
Bryan 60,850, a Republican plurality 
of 13,100. 

Beth the Prohibition and the Social 
Labor parties showed a fallitig off 
since 1910, but a gain sinte 1908. This‘ 
‘year the Prohibitionists polled 435. 
votes, as against 619 two years aio 
‘and .188 four years ago. The Social 
Labor party got 6833 votes this: year, 
as against 901 two yéars ago and 
242 four years ago.

‘‘Madam Butterfly” seems to be a fa- 
vorite opera in St. Louis, and has been 
sung by various organizations at vari- 
ous prices. It is doubtful if it has ever 
been any more satisfyingly done at the 
prices now prevailing at the Shubert, 
unless it be by the Lombardi company. 
which gave an exceptionally good. per- 
formance of the opera in Italian at the 
same theater last season. 

Vocally. the performance of Monday 
night equaled the performance of last 
year, but Miss Abercrombie does not 
visualize the unhappy little girl of the 
land of flowers as well as the Cho-cho- 
san of the Itallan company. And it 
seemed at times that the beautiful vo- 
cal shading of the Puccini music was 
sacrificed for an intelligent enunciation 
of the book of the tragedy.

Daughter of Former Senator 
Cockrell Gives Intimate View 
of Scenes in Athens. 


COUNTRY NEARLY DESERT 
It Is Last Chance of . Greece, 


She Says, to Escape From 
Oppression of Turkey. 





An intimate view-of scenes and cond)- 
tions in the war between the allied Bat- 
kan Powers and Turkey is given in a 
letter written to friends in America by 
Mme. Anna Ewing Coromilas of Athens, 
Greece, daughter of former United 
States Senator Francis M. Cockrell of 
Missouri. 

Mine. Coromilas writes that she 
lives in a palace but is compelled to 
keep most of the place closed because 
of lack of male servants, who have gone 
to fight for their country. She is forced 
to take her meais and live in her 
boudoir, “a large, beautiful room with 
three French windows opening into an 
enormous marble balcony.” Her gard- 
ener ig gone to the war, the cook and 
cogher are going, and the family horses 
have been forcibly taken and two smail. 
half-dead ones were left in their place, 
the letter states. 

The former Missouri girl is the wife of 
Lambros A. Coromilas, former Greek 
Minister to the United States) She lives 
in Athens, where her husband is one 
of the leaders of the Young Greeks, who 
are seeking to throw off the Turkish 
yoke. 

‘Her marriage took place in Wash- 
ington, D. C., in July, 1910. The cere- 
mony, attended by notables of the 
United States and foreign countries, was 
performed under the rites of the Greek 
Church by the Rev. Joachim Alexo- 
poules,

The letter states that Mme. Coromilas 
and her husband had planned to give 
elaborate dinners to the King, Queen 
and al] the princes, but that all had to 
be abandoned because of the breaking 
out of the war. 

Instead of giving the magnificent en- 
tertainments as planned, Mme. Coro- 
milas writes that she has joined a 
committee to make flannel underwear 
and other clothing for the sick and 
wounded. The cold and rain have been 
steady for three months, she writes, 
and the weather is to be more feared 
than the line of battle for those men 
who are not properly clothed. 

“Oh, but the horror, the sadness, the 
tragedy of war! One has to live in 
small country like this to understand 
thé poignant sadness of it, but at the 
same time the dignified and intense pa 
triotism! I say dignified, for since Sun- 
day last men have been pouring into 
Athens answering the call to arma,’’ she 
writes. 

“The peasants have left their farms 
in the midst of the wine-making season 
(all will be lost), their horses and wag- 
ons have been taken for ‘service mil\- 
taire,’ all men between 21 and 40 have 
been called. Business has been dropped 
and only the men above #@ and the 
women and children remain. All of the 
young men here are in either the army 
or navy, 4nd it is too tragic to see them 
all go. 

“A house, three doors from me, be- 
longing to a rich widow has 80 soldiers 
in it. But everyone of one accord offers 
their houses and everything they can. 
Our gardener has gone, our cook and 
our cocher are going, and even our 
horses have been taken and two small, 
half dead ones put in their places. 

“All of the automobiles, private and 
public, have been taken and almost all 
the horses, that is those capable of serv- | 
ice. So you can imagine the aspect of 
the city in a few days when all have 
gone. In the big shops one finds but 
one’ or two or three employes instead 
of forty or fifty."

The meteorological 
department was organized in 1883. 

The observatory is a “second order” 
Station of the Royal Meteorological So- 
clety. The collection of instruments 
is the best and most complete in the 
South of Bngland. -Astronomical and 
rreteorological observations are regular- 
ly carried out under the superintendence 
of the Hon. Lady Peek, who is a mem- 
ber of the Royal Meteorological Society,

The returns filed with the 
postoffice and published on the sscond 
day thereafter, as the law requires, re- 
veal several facts of interest to St. 
Louis’ newspaper reading public. 

’ The returns show that the best known 
stockholder of the Globe-Democrat is 
D.. M. Houser; of the Republic, David 
R. Francis; of the Times (with which 
R. C. Kerens is shown to have "o 
longer any connection), Edward L. 
Preetorius; of the Star, August and 
Nathan Frank; and that the stock «‘ 
the Pulitzer Publishing Co. (Poat- 
Dispatch) is held by Ralph Pulitzer, 
J. Angus Shaw, George L. Rives and 
Frederick N. Judson, trusteés of the 
estate of Joseph Pulitzer... , 

The statement of the. ‘Star shows | 
that that newspaper is not owned by 
either William R. Hearst or George 
W. Perkins, as has been rumored ani) 
believed in many quarters, but that 
th- old owners, Nathan Frank and’ Au. 
gust Frank, own the property. Reports 
have credited Hearst with holding 
control of it or an interest init, and 
references to Hearst, published in the 
paper itself, have conveyed the im- 
pression that he owned it, without 
definitely saying #0. 

The clause relating to the indebted- 
ness of the newspapers shows that 
the Post-Dispatch, Gldébe-Democrat and 
Republic have no bond, mortgage or 
other indebtedness, and that the Times 
and Star have such indebtedness. 

The Post-Dispatch was the first 
newspaper to make public the de- 
tails required by law, In an editorial 
on Oct. 1. It was followed by publi- 
cation in the Times on Oct. 2; by the 
Republic on Oct. 17; by the Globe- 
Democrat on Nov. 15; and the publi- 
cation in the Star on last Saturday, 
Nov. 16, completed the compliance of 
the English newspapers. 

Since the law requiring the filing and 
publishing of these statements was 
passed by Congress in August, 82 per 
cent or 28,600 of the newspapers of the 
United States have complied. Some of 
“these ‘have questioned, or denied, the 
right of Cengress to require the state- 
merits, but have nevertheless given 
them .as a matter of information to 
their readers. 

This -was tlie ettitude of the Post- 
Dispatch. Some papers are withholding 
the publication and filing of statements, 
pending the outcome of a test case made 
by the New York Journal of Commerce 
That. paper filed. suit to restrain the 
Postmaster-General from debarring it 
from the mails for failure to comply 
with the law. The United States Dis- 
trict .Court denied the petition, and it 
‘was carried to the Supreme  Caurt, 
where a hearing is scheduled for Dec. 2.

GIFT TO A. J. FITZSIMMONS 


Hawes. Says Party Will Succeed 
in Spring if Home Rule Is 
Given to St. Louis. 


Three hundred Democrats, including 
members of the State and city commit- 
tees and candidates elected at the No- 
vember election, attended.a dinner at 
the City Club Monday night. A chest 
of silver was presented to City Chair- 
man Arthur J. Fitzsimmons by Harry 
B. ‘Hawes, represeating the St. Louis 
Democrats. 

Gov.-elect Major, who was invited to 
attend the dinner, was unable to come.

The banquet was given to the commit-

“We have found that girls are fre- 
quently subject to disrespect, but I 
have taught them to pay no attention 
to remarks and that if a man does not 
immediately show a disposition to con- 
tribute to the, fund without conversa- 
tion, they are leave him. Of course 
we have the worst place in town, Un- 
ion Station. There are many strangers 
there who do not know what the col- 
lection means and they are encountered 
at no other. place.” 

Mrs. Howard Benoist of 4931 Bertia 
avenue, who will have her old station 
in the Security Building again thie 
year, is undecided about the propriety 
of refusing to permit collections 04 
the streets.
